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The  following  extract  from  the  First  Annual  Report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home>  gives  very  briefly 
the  facts  connected  with  the  establishment  of  the  Home :  — 

“On  the  30th  of  May,  1874,  the  Home  was  established  through 
the  benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington,  who  at  that  time  was 
able  to  carry  into  effect  a  long-cherished  plan  by  which  the 
comforts  of  a  Home  could  be  furnished  to  destitute  children. 
After  a  few  months,  it  was  Mr.  Huntington’s  wish  to  give  up 
the  care  of  the  Home,  and  it  was  therefore,  in  November,  1874, 
established  as  a  Corporation  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts. 
The  following  persons  were  appointed  by  Mr.  Huntington  to 
act  as  Trustees:  Rev.  Df.  A.  P.  Peabody,  Rev.  D.  O.  Mears,  Mr. 
B.  F.  Wyeth,  Mrs.  HVW.  Paine,  Mrs.  Lovering,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tyler, 
Mrs.  W.  T.  Richardson,  Mrs.  Henry  Thayer,  and  Miss  Irene 
Sanger;  and  they  received  from  him  a  deed  of  the  estate  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Home  on  Avon  Place  valued  with  the  furniture  at 
about  $10,000.00.”

A  few  legacies  have  come  to  us 
which  have  been  added  to  our  permanent  fund.  The  loss  by 
fire  to  our  Mount  Auburn  Street  building  has  been  adjusted 
and  the  net  amount  received  ($1870.)  has,  for  the  present, 
been  added  to  our  permanent  fund,  our  Trustees  deeming 
it  unwise  to  expend  their  money  at  the  present  time  towards 
the  restoration  of  the  building. 

We  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  physicians,  oculists,  den¬ 
tists,  and  legal  counsel  for  their  kindly  cooperation  and  help. 
Without  the  prompt  and  enthusiastic  aid  which  our  physi¬ 
cians  have  always  so  freely  given  us,  our  work  could  never 
reach  real  efficiency.  >

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

GENERAL  SECRETARY 

FOR  YEAR  ENDING  NOVEMBER  I,  1918 


We  have  been  unusually  successful  this  year  in  making 
plans  for  many  children  to  remain  with  their  parents  or 
proper  relatives  under  supervision  instead  of  taking  them 
out  of  their  own  families  and  placing  them  in  our  boarding 
homes.  This  plan  often  means  much  more  work  and  exact¬ 
ing  care,  but  we  believe  it  to  be  better  for  the  morale  of  the 
entire  family,  when  it  can  be  successfully  accomplished.  We 
have  cared  for  four  hundred  seventeen  children  in  our 
boarding  homes,  one  hundred  eighty-four  of  whom  were 
Avon  Home  children  and  two  hundred  thirty-three  were 
the  children  whom  we  were  able  to  place  for  the  Country 
Week  Committee. 

The  Trustees  were  called  upon  to  help  in  supplying  beds 
for  the  emergency  hospital  for  the  influenza  patients  opened 
at  the  Merrill  School,  and  at  once  arranged  for  and  sent  to 
the  school  all  the  beds  and  bedding  still  left  in  our  Home 
which  could  be  of  service.  These  were  of  great  use  to  the 
hospital  and  we  were  glad  to  be  able  to  provide  them. 

The  results  of  the  epidemic  from  which  our  country  has 
suffered  are  being  felt  by  us  in  many  ways.  Whole  families 
of  children  have  been  brought  to  us ;  some  have  lost  both 
parents,  most  have  lost  one,  usually  the  mother.  We  have 
tried  to  form  some  wise  plan  for  each  child  with  the  thought 
of  their  best  future  always  in  mind.  Many  babies  have 
been  left  motherless.  We  have  received  them  from  three 
days  old  and  are  fortunate  in  having  boarding-women  who 
are  specialists  in  the  care  of  babies,  but  even  that  supply  has 
been  sorely  taxed  as  has  also  been  our  supply  of  foster 
homes  for  children  of  every  age,  but  the  spirit  shown  .by  all 
our  foster  parents  has  been  splendid.  Every  one  is  anxious 
to  do  all  that  is  possible  for  these  unfortunate  little  ones 
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and  far  from  objecting,  have  offered  to  help  to  the  limit  of 
their  capacity,  however  delicate  or  unattractive  the  children 
may  be. 

We  have  been  thankful  not  to  have  had  one  case  of  in¬ 
fluenza  in  all  our  many  boarding  homes.  This  seems  the 
more  surprising  as  our  homes  are  in  twenty-five  cities  and 
towns,  many  of  which  had  a  great  number  of  cases.  We 
feel  this  result  must  have  been  gained  by  the  conscientious 
carrying  out  of  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Trustees — that 
each  child  must  be  kept  clean,  morally  and  physically,  that 
he  must  lead  a  normal  life,  with  plenty  of  good  food  and 
have  fresh  air  day  and  night,  that  he  must  have  time  for 
work  and  play  and  many  hours  of  sleep.  No  child  is  ever 
boarded  in  a  tenement  house  or  a  congested  district,  and  all 
have  good  yards  in  which  to  play. 

The  Cambridge  children  who  suffered  from  infantile 
paralysis  two  years  ago  and  whom  by  the  kindness  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  friends  who  have  loaned  their  automobiles  for  this 
work  we  have  been  able  to  take  to  the  clinics  twice  a  week 
for  treatment,  are  showing  fine  results.  Many  of  these 
children  are  now  able  to  walk,  some  are  ready  for  apparatus 
which  will  help  them  to  grow  strong  and  straight.  This 
apparatus  is  often  very  expensive  and  the  parents  are  abso¬ 
lutely  unable  to  pay  for  it,  though  they  are  eager  to  do  all 
they  can.  Would  it  not  be  possible  for  some  Cambridge 
parents  who  have  strong,  well  children,  who  need  no  appa¬ 
ratus,  to  give  the  money  needed  to  make  one  of  these  chil¬ 
dren  well?  We  should  be  most  grateful  to  receive  such 
money  and  use  it  for  the  children  who  may  otherwise  always 
be  crippled. 

Our  children  are  all  anxious  to  help  win  the  war.  Many 
of  our  girls  knit  very  well  and  they,  as  well  as  the  boys,  are 
showing  a  helpful  spirit  about  the  conservation  of  food,  re¬ 
fusing  sweets  and  sodas  and  trying  not  to  waste  a  crumb. 
Every  penny  is  treasured  for  war  stamps  and  some  of  the 
older  ones  have  more  than  one  Liberty  Bond  button. 

A  family  of  four  children  was  brought  to  us — the  mother 
was  .very  ill,  the  father  dull  and  incompetent,  the  dirt  and 
rags  were  incredible.  The  baby  of  two  was  brought  to  our 
office  in  a  long  heavy  coat.  The  day  was  warm  and  the 
older  sister  was  asked  to  remove  baby’s  coat.  She  replied, 
“But  she  ain’t  got  nothing  else  on,”  which  was  entirely  true 
— nothing  but  dirt,  a  shirt  and  stockings,  covering  a  thin 
body.

It  has  been  necessary  to  clothe  more  or  less  fully,  nearly 
every  child  we  have  taken  this  year  and  we  have  found 
underclothes,  shoes,  rubbers  and  stockings  fearfully  expen¬ 
sive  and  no  kind  sewing  society  can  make  these  for  us. 

We  have  lost  this  year  by  marriage  one  of  the  most  com¬ 
petent  of  our  office  force,  who  has  been  with  us  over  six 
years,  almost  as  long  as  we  have  ‘had  an  office.  This,  with 
the  other  changes  in  our  staff,  has  made  the  running  of  our 
work  very  difficult ;  nevertheless,  we  have  tried  to  keep  no 
emergency  waiting,  but  to  give  each  one  prompt  and  thought¬ 
ful  attention. 

Last  November,  we  moved  our  offices  from  the  Harvard 
Trust  Building,  where  we  had  been  well  cared  for  since  we 
started  our  office  life  in  December,  1910,  but  it  had  become 
necessary  for  us  to  have  larger  quarters  and  we  found 
them  in  the  Houghton  House,  1000  Massachusetts  Avenue, 
where  our  large,  sunny  rooms,  with  plenty  of  light  and  air, 
have  been  an  untold  comfort  and  joy.  A  few  people  felt 
when  we  moved  that  we  would  be  out  of  the  center  of  things, 
but  we  find  the  truth  is :  we  are  far  more  in  the  center  than 
ever  before  as  we  are  now  near  both  Harvard  and  Central 
Squares,  nearly  across  the  street  from  a  post-office  and  ac¬ 
cessible  to  more  than  twice  as  many  places  for  lunch  and 
shopping  than  ever  before. 

It  is  thought  by  many  to  be  a  bad  year  to  appeal  for 
money.  But  we  know  the  habit  of  giving  has  grown  with 
the  great  needs,  and  therefore  we  fully  expect  to  receive 
not  only  from  our  old  friends,  but  from  many  new  ones, 
whose  hearts  were  never  so  warm  toward  all  children  as 
now,  and  who  realize  that  even  the  French  and  Belgium 
babies  needing  help  so  sorely,  cannot  need  it  more  than  those 
in  Cambridge,  of  whom  pathetic  cases  are  coming  to  us 
every  day. 

The  Avon  Home  is  glad  and  eager  to  do  your  work  for 
these  children,  and  to  make  a  plan  for  every  destitute  child 
in  Cambridge,  no  matter  of  what  nature  the  destitution,  no 
matter  of  what  creed  or  nationality  the  child  may  be.  We 
must  all  realize  that  this  conservation  of  the  youth  of  our 
country  is  true  war-work  and  greatly  needed,  and  like  all 
work  must  be  done  well  if  we  are  to  have  the  best  results.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


Article  I. 

Name. — The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “The 
Avon  Home.”  Its  objects  shall  be  to  benefit  “Children 
found  destitute  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cambridge, 
as  existing  in  1874.” 


Article  II. 

Membership. — The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall 
be  twenty-three  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to 
attend  for  twelve  consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees. 
When  such  failure  occurs,  the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  re¬ 
cord  the  fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining 
Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  al¬ 
tered,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Article  III. 

Officers. — The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  a  Committee 
of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  (one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  President),  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  at  some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
They  shall  severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such 
officers ;  and  the  President,  or  a  committee  previously  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  purpose,  and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  of 
the  Committee  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  shall 
be  audited  at  least  once  every  year.  The  Trustees  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve 
till  the  next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisors,  to  con- 
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.  sist  of  five  or  more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be 
called  upon  to  consult  and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and 
may  be  requested  to  meet  with  any  of  their  committees  or 
to  assist  in  their  work. 


Article  IV. 

Meetings. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Friday  in  November,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  President  and  Clerk  may  appoint.  Regu¬ 
lar  meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or 
any  two  Trustees,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to  be  given  by 
the  Clerk.  Eleven  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Seal. — The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in 
form,  with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  1874.”  and  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  VI. 

Amendments. — These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of 
Article  II,  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
Trustees  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Trustees  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided 
that  a  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  inserted 
in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 
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I.  Children  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  live 
in  private  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  General 
Secretary. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  without  the  consent 
of  one  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should 
there  not  be  one  member  in  the  city,  of  any  two  Trustees, 
and  a  certificate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting  Physi¬ 
cian.  Each  case,  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the 
cirumstances,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Trustees  at  their  next 
regular  meeting. 

III.  No  child  in  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  be  allowed 
to  visit  friends  or  relatives  unless  under  distinctly  favorable 
conditions,  approved  by  one  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Admission,  and  the  General  Secretary,  and  reported  in 
writing  to  the  Trustees  at  their  next  meeting. 

IV.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  its 
boarding  home  for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being- 
held  there,  except  with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Admission,  who  fully  understands  the  reason  for 
removal. 

V.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be 
permitted  to  visit  them  not  oftener  than  once  a  week,  never 
more  than  two  at  a  time,  and  never  on  Sunday  except  by 
special  arrangement  made  by  the  General  Secretary  with 
the  boarding  woman. 

VI.  The  General  Secretary  shall  investigate  thoroughly, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Admission,  all  appli¬ 
cations  for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  care  of  the 
Home,  and  make  prompt  report  thereon  to  the  chairman, 
or  in  her  absence  to  some  other  member,  of  the  committee. 

She  shall  also  maintain  relations  with  parents  while  their 
children  are  in  the  care  of  the  Home,  with  the  object  of 
aiding  to  remove  the  unsatisfactorv  conditions  that  led  to 
the  admission  of  the  children ;  and  continue  in  relation 
with  children  and  their  parents  or  other  relatives  after  the 
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withdrawal  of  the  children  from  the  care  of  the  Home,  with 
a  view  to  preserving  the  good  influences  which  it  is  hoped 
the  Home  will  have  exerted  on  those  under  its  care. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to 
investigate  families  where  children  may  be  boarded,  and  to 
visit  children  who  are  placed  in  private  families,  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  relation  with  rejected  applicants,  with  the  object 
of  aiding  them  to  improve  the  conditions  which  led  to  ap¬ 
plication  ;  to  meet  with  the  Committee  on  Admission  and 
Discharge ;  and  to  make  a  report  in  writing  at  each  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors 
for  the  ensuing  year,  arranged  in  two  lists,  those  on  one  list 
to  begin  visiting  on  the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on 
the  other  list  to  begin  on  the  fifteenth,  each  to  visit  the 
homes  one  month.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visitors; 
during  their  term,  to  visit  the  boarding  homes  with  the 
General  Secretary  and  to  advise  with  her  regarding  special 
cases. 

VIII.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall 
be  as  follows  : — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Discharge,  who,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register 
containing  the  names,  ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children, 
date  of  admission,  and  any  other  information  obtained. 
This  Committee  shall,  with  the  General  Secretary, ,  secure 
suitable  homes  for  all  children  needing  adoption.  This 
Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members,  two  members 
retiring  and  two  new  members  being  appointed  annually 
at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  see  that  neces¬ 
sary  supplies  are  secured,  wherever  possible,  through 
friends.  Gifts  of  clothing  should  be  sent  to  The  Avon  Home 
Office,  iooo  Massachusetts  Avenue. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Repairs,  who  shall  attend  promptlv 
to  all  necessary  repairs,  when  the  amount  to  be  expended 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dolars ;  an  amount  exceeding  that 
sum  must  not  be  expended  without  previously  obtaining  the 
consent  of  the  Corporation. 

4.  An  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have,  in  the 
interval  between  the  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  all  the

powers  of  the  Trustees,  except  as  to  the  expenditure  of 
sums  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  This.  Committee  shall  report 
any  exercise  of  its  powers  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  for  its  approval. 

5.  The  chairman  of  each  Committee  shall  present  at  the 
annual  meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing,  of  the  work  of  the 
Committee  for  the  preceding  year. 

6.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  cx-officio  of  all 
standing  committees. 

IX.  All  bills  shall  receive  the  written  approval  of  the 
committee  or  person  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure 
before  payment  by  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  Committee  of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Perma¬ 
nent  Fund  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  securi¬ 
ties  and  other  investments  held  for  the  support  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  The  Avon  Home,  and  shall  collect  the  interest 
and  other  income  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  receipt  therefor.  Thev  shall  make  all  permanent 
investments,  keep  an  account  thereof  and  of  the  income 
therefrom,  and  report  to  the  Corporation  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Corporation  may  re¬ 
quest.  They  shall  rent  a  box  in  the  vaults  of  the  Harvard 
Trust  Company,  which  shall  he  opened  only  in  the  presence 
of  two  members  of  said  Committee.
